FORTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND,  HALIFAX,  N.  S. 


Introduction. — In  submitting  its  forty-second 
report  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  to  the  members  of 
the  Corporation,  to  the  respective  Governments 
interested  and  to  the  friends  of  the  Institution,  the 
Board  of  Managers  desire  to  acknowledge  their 
indebtedness  to  a kind  Providence  for  the  manifold 
blessings  which  the  school  has  enjoyed  and  to 
express  the  confident  hope  that  under  the  guidance 
of  Almighty  God  this  school  may  continue  to  be  a 
blessing  to  scores  of  girls  and  boys  resident  in  the 
Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 

Superintendent’s  Report  — The  report  of  the 
Superintendent  gives  many  interesting  details  as  to 
the  school,  the  graduates,  the  teaching  staff,  etc.  It 
also  accentuates  the  need  for  a publicity  campaign  in 
connection  with  the  prevention  of  blindness.  Your 
Board  is  in  full  accord  with  any  measures  that  may 
be  taken  to  prevent  unnecessary  blindness.  We 
would  respectfully  urge  upon  the  Governments  or 
the  public  health  departments  the  wide-spread  circu- 
lation of  literature  bearing  upon  infantile  diseases  of 
the  eye,  more  particularly  upon  that  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  and  of  the  need  that  always  exists  for 
taking  prompt  measures  when  the  first  symptoms  of 
this  dread  disease  make  their  appearance.  The 
remedy  is  so  simple  and  the  cure  so  effective  that 
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many  physicians  now  apply  the  prophylactic,  or  pro- 
tecting fluid,  to  the  eyes  of  all  new  born  babes  and 
thus  prevent  this  great  risk  of  blindness.  In  many 
states  m the  neighboring  Republic  the  prophylactic 
is  supplied,  free  of  charge,  to  physicians  and  mid- 
wives through  the  local  Boards  of  Health. 


The  education  and  training  of  those  who  are  blind 
is  in  itself  an  important  work,  but  the  saving  of 
sight  to  those  who  otherwise  might  be  blind  is  of 
equal  importance,  and  a campaign  of  education  upon 
this  subject  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  upon  the 
respective  Provincial  authorities. 

Your  Board  are  in  full  sympathy  with  the  effort 
now  being  made  by  the  Superintendent  to  develop 
the  Technical  Department,  and  hope  that  it  may  be 
the  means  of  a still  larger  percentage  of  the  pupils 
earning  their  own  livelihood.  The  brief  sketch 
which  Dr.  Fraser  gives  in  his  report  of  his  visit  to  a 
number  of  the  Schools  for  the  Blind  in  the  United 
States  will  be  read  with  pleasure  by  the  friends  of 
this  institution. 


Revenue  and  Expenditure. — The  revenue  of 
the  school,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  treasurer’s  state- 
ment, is  derived  from  Provincial  and  Municipal 
grants  from  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick,  from  Government  grants  from  Prince 
Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland,  from  donations 
and  from  the  income  from  invested  funds.  These 
show  a total  of  $30,777.07.  The  expenditure  of  the 
school,  which  covers  salaries,  wages,  maintenance, 
repairs,  furnishings,  fuel,  light,  etc.,  etc.,  shows  an 
outlay  for  the  current  year  of  $32,810.23,  or  $243.00 
per  pupil.  In  this  outlay  no  estimate  is  made  of  the 
cost  of  our  buildings  and  equipment  and  no  provision 
is  made  for  depreciation.  Your  Board  are  face  to 
face  with  the  problem  of  increasing  the  revenue  or 
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curtailing  the  advantages  which  the  school  offers  to 
the  blind.  The  annual  per  capitum  cost  of  educat- 
ing a pupil  in  this  institution  is  from  twenty-five  to 
fifty  per  cent,  less  than  in  any  similar  institution  on 
the  continent  offering  equal  advantages.  The  in- 
creased cost  of  living,  which  is  as  well  known  to  the 
private  householder  as  to  the  directors  of  public 
institutions,  is  entirely  responsible  for  the  deficit  to 
which  the  treasurer’s  statement  calls  attention.  Your 
Board  would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislatures  to  the  serious  financial  difficulty 
with  which  they  are  met  and  they  would  likewise 
urge  upon  the  friends  of  the  school  an  increase  in 
their  liberal  support.  The  endowment  fund  of  the 
school  now  amounts  to  $81,675.76.  This  yields  an 
annual  income  of  $4,309.59.  Were  this  endowment 
fund  increased  to  $150,000.00  the  current  revenue  of 
the  school  would  be  increased  by  $3,500.00,  which 
with  the  other  sources  of  income,  would  be  quite 
sufficient  to  meet  the  normal  expenditure  of  the 
school  for  some  years  to  come. 

We  trust  that  through  private  beneficeuce  during 
life,  or  by  legacies  the  endowment  fund  of  the  school 
may  be  speedily  increased  to  the  suggested  amount 
of  $150,000.00! 

Home  Life  of  the  School.— The  home  life  of 
the  pupils  in  this  school  has  received  the  earnest 
consideration  of  your  Board.  The  boys  and  girls 
who  are  received  here  come  from  all  parts  of  the 
Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland.  Their 
parents  are  interested  in  their  comfort  and  happi- 
ness as  well  as  in  their  education  and  training.  They 
desire  to  feel  satisfied  that  the  pupils  are  comfortably 
housed,  that  they  enjoy  wholesome  foods  and  that  an 
efiort  is  made  to  make  their  recreation  hours  as 
pleasant  as  possible.  Could  these  parents  spend  a 
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days  with  us  so  as  to  inspect  our  building-s 
partake  of  the  meals  m the  dining  rooms,  join  in  die 
pupils’ reading  classes,  attend  the  concerts,  lectures 
and  other  entertainments  given  in  the  assembly  hall 
and  m short  live  for  a time  the  life  of  the  pupils’ 
they  would  go  away  thoroughly  satisfied  and  would 
have  every  reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  officials  and 
teachers  who  spend  so  much  time  in  looking  after  the 
welfare  and  well-being  of  the  pupils. 

Tlieie  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  school  numer- 
ous letters  from  the  graduates  expressing  their  appre- 
ciation ol  their  Alma  Mater  and  referring  in  speaking 
language  to  the  happy  days  they  spent  as  pupils  in 
this  school.  The  officials  and  help  in  the  Domestic 
Department  are  deserving  of  unstinted  praise  for 
their  efforts  to  promote  the  comfort  of  the  pupils 
During  the  past  year  Mrs.  W.  C.  Archibald  has 
been  appointed  matron  of  the  Girls’  Department  and 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Laidlaw  has  received  the  appointment  of 
housekeeper. 


Attendance. — For  many  years  the  pupils  in  the 
school  have  numbered  185  or  thereabouts,  and  it  is  a 
somewhat  curious  fact  that  while  six  years  ago  we 
had  81  males  and  54  females,  we  have  to-day  69 
males  and  66  females,  the  decrease  in  the  attendance 
of  boys  having  been  made  up  by  the  increase  in  the 
attendance  of  girls.  No  special  reason  can  be  assigned 
for  this  change  in  the  relative  attendance  of  the  two 
sexes.  It  is,  however,  to  be  regretted  that  while  the 
attendance  of  pupils  from  Nova  Scotia  and  Newfound- 
land has  increased  during  the  past  six  years,  the 
attendance  from  the  Provinces  of  New  Brunswick  and 
Prince  Edward  Island  shows  a decrease.  This 
decrease  is  not  due  to  a decrease  in  the  number  of 
the  blind  in  these  provinces,  but  to  the  fact  that  in 
Nova  Scotia  and  Newfoundland  specific  measures  are 
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taken  by  the  educational  authorities  to  report  to  the 
Superintendent  of  this  institution  the  names,  ages 
and  addresses  of  all  children  who  on  account  of  blind- 
ness or  defective  sight  are  unable  to  study  in  the 
public  schools.  We  respectfully  recommend  to  the 
educational  authorities  of  New  Brunswick  and  Prince 
Edward  Island  that  a systematic  effort  be  made, 
through  the  public  school  teachers,  to  obtain  the 
names,  ages  and  addresses  of  such  children  as  are 
unable  to  avail  themselves  of  the  public  schools. 
Were  this  information  available  our  Superintendent 
would  take  active  measures  to  make  known  the 
advantages  of  the  school  to  the  parents  of  all  such 
children,  and  many  young  blind  persons  who  might 
otherwise  grow  up  in  ignorance  would  be  placed  in  a 
position  to  support  themselves. 

Superintendent. — Your  Directors  cannot  close 
their  report  without  referring  to  their  esteemed 
Superintendent,  Dr.  C.  F.  Fraser,  and  to  his  untir- 
ing energy  in  endeavouring  in  every  way  to  elevate 
the  standard  of  the  institution,  and  in  using  the 
funds  at  his  disposal  to  educate  the  pupils  and  imbue 
them  with  the  idea  that  when  they  graduate  they 
may  be  prepared  to  support  themselves.  You  will 
learn  from  the  account  of  his  visit  to  the  United 
States  during  the  past  year,  embodied  in  his  able  and 
interesting  report,  of  his  visit  to  other  leading  institu- 
tions for  the  blind  for  the  purpose  of  carefully 
examining  their  educational  methods. 

Your  Directors  recognize  that  in  our  Superinten- 
dent we  have  a man  who  has  the  success  of  the 
institution  at  heart,  and  whose  one  thought  is  to 
make  it  as  far  as  our  means  will  permit  a real  help 
to  the  pupils  entrusted  to  his  care.  While  proud  of 
its  present  position  he  is  ever  thinking  and  working 
to  advance  its  standard  of  usefullness.

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The  School. — The  past,  present  and  future  of 
this  institution  is  a theme  upon  which  much  migl 
he  written  The  history  of  the  school  is  well  known 
throughout  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land. The  present  status  of  the  institution  as  a 
centre  for  the  successful  education  and  training  of  the 
blind  is  fully  reeognized  by  the  public  in  general. 
The  future  of  the  school,  with  continued  public  and 
private  support,  is  assured.  Its  several  departments 
will  be  still  further  developed,  its  graduates  will  be 
better  prepared  to  earn  their  own  livelihoods  and  it 
will  prove  a blessing  to  scores  of  sightless  boys  and 
girls  who  are  yet  unborn. 

The  Staff.  One  of  the  characteristic  features  of 
a successful  school  for  the  blind  is  the  number  of 
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persons  employed  on  its  teaching  and  domestic  staffs 
as  compared  with  the  number  of  the  pupils  receiving 
instruction.  The  character  of  the  training  that  is 
given,  as  well  as  its  effectiveness,  is  largely  depend- 
ent upon  the  school  classes  being  small.  Much  of 
the  work  is  individual  and  in  the  nature  of  things 
cannot  be  otherwise.  The  home  life  of  our  pupils  in 
the  residence  buildings  demands  the  employment  of 
an  unusually  large  number  of  domestic  officials  and 
help.  These  facts,  taken  together  with  the  advance 
m salaries  and  wages,  makes  the  administration  of 
the  school  with  its  present  limited  income  a grave 
source  of  anxiety. 

In  the  Literary  Department  of  the  school  there  are 
employed  seven  resident  teachers,  and  three  outside 
teachers  for  special  work. 

. The  staff  of  the  Musical  Department  includes  five 
pianoforte  teachers,  one  vocal  teacher  and  two  teachers 
of  mandolin  and  guitar. 

In  the  Department  of  Domestic  Science  three 
teachers  are  employed  for  several  periods  each  day. 

In  the  young  men’s  and  boys’  Technical  Depart- 
ment three  teachers  give  daily  instruction  for  eight 
periods. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  school  employs 
teachers  of  massage,  shampooing,  typewriting  and 
physical  training,  and  also  a librarian. 

Three  of  the  members  of  our  staff,  Miss  G.  E. 
Lockward,  Miss  C.  Deckmau  and  Miss  S.  M.  Hutt, 
resigned  their  positions  at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 
Their  places  have  been  taken  by  Miss  G.  L.  Wood- 
ward, of  Keutville,  N.  S.,  Miss  M.  Archibald,  of 
Wolfville,  N.  S.,  and  Miss  G.  V.  Baker,  of  New- 
port, N.  S. 
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We  are  fortunate  in  having  an  energetic  and 
enthusiastic  staff  of  teachers,  and  it  is  with  pleasure 
that  I express  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work 
they  are  doing. 

Health.  - During  the  past  year  the  general  stand- 
ard of  the  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  maintained, 
and  had  it  not  been  that  both  scarlet  fever  and 
whooping  cough  were  prevalent  in  the  city  the  health 
record  for  the  year  would  have  been  exceptionally 
high.  Ten  of  the  pupils  in  the  Junior  Department 
developed  a light  type  of  whooping  cough,  but  thanks 
to  the  care  of  the  attending  physician,  nurse  and 
matron,  and  to  the  measures  taken  for  isolation,  no 
further  cases  have  developed.  In  May  last  three 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  made  their  appearance  in  the 
Boys’  Department.  These  were  sent  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital.  As  that  institution  could  receive 
no  further  cases  it  was  decided,  upon  the  advice  of 
Dr.  Trenamau,  the  City  Medical  Officer,  ard  Drs. 
Lindsay,  Forrest,  Silver  and  Woodbury,  physicians 
of  the  school  staff,  to  send  the  pupils  to  their  homes 
after  allowing  a sufficient  time  to  elapse  for  the 
development  of  any  new  cases. 

Graduates. — Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  scarlet 
fever  previously  referred  to  the  Closing  Exercises  of 
the  school,  which  usually  take  place  early  in  June, 
had  to  be  abandoned.

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In  the  name  of  humanity  I would  urge  upon  the 
Press  of  this  Province  that  they  give  the  fullest 
publicity  to  the  Act  for  the  prevention  of  blindness 
as  printed  below.  By  so  doing  many  children  may 
be  saved  from  life-long  blindness. 

Nova  Scotia  Laws  of  1911,  Chapter  35. 

(Passed  tin;  31st  day  of  March,  A,  D.  1911.) 

Be  if  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Assem- 
bly as  follows  : — 

1.  The  following  clauses  shall  be  added  to  Chapter 
6,  Acts  of  1910,  “ the  Public  Health  Act.” 

78.  If  one  or  both  eyes  or  eyelids  of  an  infant  less 
than  three  weeks  old  become  red,  swollen  or  show  an 
unnatural  discharge,  the  midwife,  nurse,  mother  or 
other  attendant  on  said  infant  shall  immediately’ 
notify  a registered  practitioner  of  medicine.  If  the 
midwife,  nurse,  or  other  attendant  refuse  or  neglect 
such  notification,  he  or  she  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty’ 
of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  and  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

79.  The  practitioner  of  medicine  thus  notified  or 
who  shall  otherwise  become  aware  of  the  symptoms 
above  described,  shall  at  once  notify’  the  local  Board 
of  Health  for  the  district  in  which  the  patient  resides. 
In  default  of  such  notification  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  and  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Technical  Department. — The  boys  and  girls  of 
the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland,  who  are 
deprived  of  sight,  enjoy  many  great  advantages  in 
this  institution.  In  the  school  department  proper 
they  are  instructed  by  a corps  of  able  teachers  who 
earnestly  strive  to  give  them  a thorough  intellectual 
training. 


In  the  Musical  Department  the  pupils  are  taucrht 
r 1 1 a Vlew  t0  t'leir  becoming  teachers  of  the  piano- 
forte,  cabinet  organ  and  vocal  music. 

In  the  Tuning  Department  our  boys  are  trained 
as  competent  pianoforte  tuners. 

A limited  number  of  the  pupils  receive  instruction 
in  cooking,  knitting  sewing,  raffia  work,  typewrit- 
shampooing  and  massage.

includes  all  the  best  features  to  be  found  in  an  up- 

to-date  school  for  the  blind.  It  has  always  been  the 
aim  of  this  institution  to  so  train  its  pupils  that  when 
they  graduate  they  may  be  in  a position  to  earn  their 
own  livelihood.  Children  with  sight  receive  their 
vocational  training  after  they  leave  the  public  schools, 
but  boys  and  girls  who  are  blind  must  be  fitted  for 
life  within  the  walls  of  the  institution  in  which  they 
aie  educated.  For  this  reason  it  is  essential  that  the 
vocational  training  in  a school  for  the  blind  should 
be  sufficiently  varied  so  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  all 
the  pupils. 


For  some  years  past  the  training  in  our  Technical 
Department  has  included  pianoforte-tuning  and  chair 
seating.  Recognizing  the  necessity  for  development 
in  this  department  a number  of  friends  of  the  school 
have  rendered  assistance  in  the  establishment  of  a 
\NOikshop  in  which  the  trades  of  broom -making, 
mattress-making  and  shoe  repairing  could  be  taught. 
The  wooden  building  in  the  southern  part  of  our 
grounds  has  been  set  apart  for  this  purpose.  Mr.  J. 

1 . Heiiriaty  of  Saginaw,  Michigan,  has  been  engaged 
as  instructor.  Mr.  Heuiaty  conies  to  us  with  the 
highest  recommendations,  and  before  the  close  of  the 
year  the  workshop,  under  his  direction,  will  be  in 
full  operation.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  with  the 
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introduction  of  these  new  trades  the  field  of  occupa- 
tions for  our  pupils  may  be  greatly  enlarged  and  that 
the  percentage  of  our  successful  graduates  may  be 
materially  increased.  The  development  of  our  new 
Technical  Department  will  be  watched  with  deep 
interest  by  the  friends  of  the  school.  I sincerely 
trust  that  the  Government  of  Nova  Scotia,  which  has 
done  so  much  for  the  technical  training  of  young  men 
and  young  women  with  sight,  will  see  its  way  clear 
to  make  a special  annual  grant  for  the  technical 
training  of  the  blind. 

Other  Institutions  for  the  Blind. — During 
the  past  yean  I have  had  the  privilege  of  visiting  a 
number  of  the  leading  Schools  for  the  Blind  in  the 
United  States  and  examining  the  educational  methods 
in  these  institutions. 

In  the  School  for  the  Blind  at  Macon,  Georgia,  the 
technical  department  was  far  above  the  average.  The 
pupils  were  instructed  in  carpentry,  wood  and  metal 
turning,  broom-making  and  pianoforte-tuning.  The 
articles  made  were  most  creditable  and  the  pupils 
were  keenly  interested  in  their  work. 

In  St.  Augustine,  Florida,  there  is  a dual  school 
tor  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind. 
In  such  schools  the  department  for  the  training  of 
the  blind  is,  generally  speaking,  of  a very  secondary 
consideration,  and  my  examination  of  the  Florida 
school  confirmed  my  belief  in  the  inadvisibility  of 
endeavoring  to  educate  the  two  classes  in  the  one 
school. 


I was  unable  to  visit  the  School  for  the  Blind  at 
Cedar  Springs,  South  Carolina,  but  learned  with 
pleasure  that  one  of  the  graduates  of  the  Department 
tor  the  Blind  in  that  institution  had  for  several  years

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I found  the  School  for  the  Blind  in  Raleigh,  North 

SrWnai’,?  "e  equ,pped’  up-to-date  institution.  Its 
t clinical  department  was  particularly  good,  the  out 
put  of  mattresses  being  very  large.  The  girls’  work 
department  m this  institution  is  one  of  the  best  that 
1 have  ever  inspected  in  any  school  for  the  blind. 

In  'Washington  I spent  several  hours  in  the 
Polytechnic  Institute  for  the  Blind  and  was  much 
interested  m the  effort  that  was  being  made  to  train 
a blind  girl  to  operate  a linotype  machine. 

In  Baltimore  I inspected  the  workshop  for  the 
employment  and  training  of  the  blind  and  also  the 
School  for  the  Blind  located  in  the  suburbs  of  the 
city.  Both  of  these  institutions  were  well  equipped 
and  were  doing  excellent  work.  J 

The  buildings  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  at  Over- 
Pennsylvania,  cost  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($500,000.00).  They  are  admirably  arranged 
for  carrying  on  the  work  of  educating  the  blind. 
The  musical  department  of  this  school  is  remarkably 
strong,  the  pupils  having,  with  the  aid  of  outside 
soloists,  rendered  several  oratorios.  I found  in  Phila- 
delphia that  an  organized  effort  was  being  made  to 
employ  blind  persons  as  salesmen  and  business 
agents.  The  results  so  far  achieved  have  been  most 
encouraging.  I have  often  thought  that  we  in  this 
institution  might  do  something  along  this  line,  and 
l am  encouraged  to  believe  that  the  Maritime  Associa- 
tion for  the  Blind  will  eventually  take  this  work  in 
hand. 


While  in  New  York  I was  kept  very  busy  visiting 
the  several  organizations  in  that  city,  which  are  at 
present  promoting  the  interests  of  the' blind. 

The  Ziegler  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  is  doing 
a grand  work.  This  institution  is  supported  by  Mrs. 
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Matilda  Ziegler,  who  contributes  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  '(#25,000.00)  annually  to  the  printing  of 
magazines  in  point  type.  These  magazines  are  sent 
out  monthly,  free  of  charge,  to  upwards  of  fifteen 
thousand  blind  persons  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  A large  part  of  the  work  of  preparing, 
sorting  and  mailing  the  magazines  is  done  by  girls 
who  are  blind. 


In  the  Lighthouse  on  Fifty-ninth  Street,  the  centre 
of  the  activities  of  the  New  York  Association  for  the 
Blind,  I found  that  efforts  were  being  made  to  broaden 
the  field  of  occupation  for  the  blind.  Anything  and 
everything  that  gave  promise  of  being  useful  to  the 
blind  was  being  tried.  The  Association  is  still  young 
and  its  officials  are  filled  with  enthusiasm.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  with  the  opportunities  for  test- 
ing occupations,  which  are  afforded  by  a large  city 
like  New  York  and  with  the  experience  that  time 
alone  can  ensure,  the  New  York  Association  for  the 
Bliud  has  before  it  a magnificent  future. 


The  School  for  the  Blind  in  New  York  has  been 
almost  crowded  out  of  existence  by  the  commercial 
development  of  the  city.  It  is  now  seeking  a more 
suitable  location  in  the  remote  suburbs  of  New  York, 
and  its  new  buildings  will  no  doubt  even  eclipse  those 
of  Overbrook. 


My  special  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  G.  F.  Oliphant 
of  Macon,  Mr  John  E.  Ray  of  Raleigh,  Mr  John 
F.  Bledsoe  of  Baltimore,  Mr.  O.  H.  Burritt  of  Over- 
brook, Mr  -Walter  G.  Holmes,  Editor  of  the  Ziegler 
Magazme,  to  Miss  Winifred  Holt,  Secretary  of  the 
New  York  Association  for  the  Blind,  to  Mr.  W.  B. 

also  t^l  ^ NeW  Y°rk  Sch°01  for  the  Blind-  and 
courfesJ iT  T S°c,ated  ^th  them  for  the  uniform 
courtesy  extended  to  myself  and  party  and  for  the 
opportunities  afforded  for  a thorough  examfnatL  of 
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the  work  for  the  blind  that  was  being  carried  on 
under  their  supervision. 

Conclision.  In  June,  1913,  I will,  D.  V.,  com- 
plete my  fortieth  year  as  Superintendent  of  this 
institution.  While  I realize  that  there  is  still  much 
to  be  accomplished  in  connection  with  the  work  in 
which  I have  been  engaged,  I recognize  that  under 
God’s  good  provider  ce  the  school  has  enjoyed  many 
blessings  and  has  proved  of  inestimable  advant- 
age to  the  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and 
Newfoundland. 

During  the  long  period  of  my  administration  of  the 
school,  I have  been  fortunate  in  having  the  support 
of  one  of  the  most  progressive  Boards  of  Management 
of  any  institution  in  the  city,  and  the  success  of  the 
school  has  to  a very  large  degree  been  due  to  the 
sympathetic  co-operation  of  the  gentlemen  who  at 
various  times  have  acted  as  members  of  the  Board. 
I also  desire  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the 
Press  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward 
Island  and  Newfoundland  for  the  manner  in  which  at 
all  times  they  have  strengthened  my  hands.  The 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  several  Provincial  Govern- 
ments interested  in  the  financial  support  of  the  school, 
and  the  wide-spread  public  sympathy  with  the  work 
of  the  institution,  have  also  been  important  factors  in 
its  progress.

Chapter  54,  Revised  Statutes,  1900. 


L (M— Tlle  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person 
between  the  age  of  six  and  twenty-one  years  who  has 
under  the  provisions  of  “Chapter  50,”  a settlement  in  any 
municipality,  city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such 
municipality,  or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an 
order  lor  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  which  order  the  said  warden  or  mayor 
shall  at  once  grant  under  his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  municipality,  city  or  town,  on  being  satisfied  that  such 
blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed,  and  has 

a legal  settlement  in  such  municipality,  city  or  town

(2)  Such  order  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named 
therein  to  be  received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind, 
and  subject  to  conditions  in  this  Chapter  prescribed,  to  be 
educated  and  boarded  therein  during  the  school  term. — 
1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

2-  (1) — Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages  of 

six  and  ten  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in 
addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of  age  ;
